Still, things have come to a ridiculous :ass when despite all our religiosity 
and egghead claims to leadership in the moral and spbritual spheres, that

Politica Al Capone! Is not this true? Fact is even the words of Bishop Dunn 
to which you gave front page prominence last Sunday, have not raised so much 
as a rippie of attention or comment, so biand and innocuous and unstimulating 
were his words. 4nd while the dedicated :arxist crusaders see in a Keuther 
a veritable threat to their ideological victories and mark him as a potent 
chalinnger, no religious figure in America nas bothered the Suslovs in the least. 
The very fact that “tr. Ginsberg wrote his so-exceilent letter in response to 
Dulles’s remarks shows that however silly they seem to be they DO constitute 
a bit of “refreshing soul-searching” as Chaimers Roberts said they did. 


In my opinion, however, there IS a spirituai aspect of our efforts to produce 
enough automobiles so that almost anyone who really wants to own one can 
with effort and saving , actually achieve that desire. That this achievement 
runs counter to the communist objectives, Khrushchev clearly stated when he 
declared his hope would be to establish car pools where users could rent cars 
but never own them. Historically even the United States recognized the tie 
between the ability to maintain and establish a veritable self-government here 
depended upon the wisdom which comes to mankind thru discharging the re- 
sponsibilities which come from being 2 property owner. Initially, only such 
persons were given the right to vote. And however “liberal” any employer 
claims to be he never discounts or considers a liability to a prospective em- 
ployee the fact that he owns his own home and car, rather than being a renter. 
Why ts this so? I contend that only that Spirituality Ginsberg recommends as 
posessed by one Who “lives a devotion to higher and more spiritual truths ” 
which is supported by roots going deeper into the powers hidden in the material 
realm, is goingafp eave the Resateftection cthe Apistadte shommebindo and that 
of all life on this planet. The sum total of the efforts of all the “Holy sien” of 
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in what? Not only a ountry with the most backward of economies, but 

one where the morai and Spiritual climate is worse than anywhere else 

on this sphere, as anyone can teil you who has got at all close to life there 
outside the weaithy and official strata there. It may seem a smail thing to 
you, but to me it is an important clew to the brutality and cruelty which 
80-far have been the hallmark of every materialistic communal regime, 
that they are apparently quite as insensitive and unaware to the needs of 
inanimate objects as they ultimately become to those of non-conforming 
human beings. To me the ultimate symbol of Marxist error lies in the 
pitiful condition in which one invariabiy finds a writing pen commonly used, 
whether in a postoffice or one of our more Kitzy banks. He who cherishes 
and treets his personal posessions with loving care has, in my observation, 
nourished the deep roots of his Spiritual Life which can lift the branches 
thereof to higher realms of Spirituality if he will, he who dismisses that 
responsibility as impertinent to the spiritual realm ends up as Spiritually 
Impotent despite his earnest effort to lift up his life Spiritually. Sure, 
many Car owners will fail to make the most of this opportunity, but that 

no more negates the value thereof than does the neglect of books make it 
absurd to make a causal tie between Libraries and the possibility of their 
use as tools in Spiritual development, does it? 


I cali your attention to the invariable custom of the military, bent on breaking 
and destroying thé {nfivitiaal wills, critical faculties and moral scruples 

of the inductee so that he can become a sub-human cog in a military machine. 
_ The first thing done is to rob him of all the personal posessions he has and 
force him to use those which are community property, is it not? And it 
works too! If every man in our military services were allowed to buy and 
care for and use his own personal automobiie, there would in almost nothing 
fiat be a loss of military, totalitarian control, and the GIs would revert to 

the state of uncontrolability by their officers, would they not? Do you think 
Mr. K is unaware of this tie-up between individual posession of things and 

the potentials of aii sorts of freedoms? Conversely, to the degree that our 
own industry has become centralized and no worker uses any of his own tools 
except his bodily facuities, men degenerate into wage slaves, despite the 
contrary desires of the employer. To own his own car, to tinker with it and 
have it respond to HIS wishes, not those of his boss, is just about the only way 
Spiritual and political freedom can be maintained in a highly industrialized 
country, is it not? How would YOU do it? With debating societies? 


While we are on this subject, I beg you to run a series of artibles by European 
Culturai experts, to have them cite chapter and verse to back up their con- 
tinual, but in my observation fraudulent claims, of a life which is iess 
“completely ruled by material values” than ours - to quote from the book by 
Peter Tounsend the social climber, describéd today on page A 15 of the Post. 
Invariably those whose material desires are largely fulfilled offer evidence 
from the lives of the “ordinary simple” peopie whom they deny opportunities 
of every sort. That form of Spiritualism is even a worse fraud than that of 
the professional “Holy Men” who at least practice what foliy they preach. We
